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Report  of  Trustees 


State  Hospital  for  the  Criminal  Insane 

Farview,  Wayne  Co.,  Pa. 


To  the  Governor,  the  Members  of  the  Legislature,  and 
the  State  Board  of  Public  Charities, 

Gentlemen : 

The  Trustees  of  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Crim- 
inal Insane,  located  at  Farview,  respectfully  here- 
with present  for  your  information  and  consideration 
their  second  annual  report  for  the  period  beginning  June 
1,  1914,  and  ending  May  31,  1915.  The  Hospital  is  de- 
signed as  an  institution  "  for  the  treatment  and  care  of 
the  criminal  insane  "  and  "  whenever  the  said  Hospital 
shall  have  sufficient  accommodation  for  the  proper  care 
of  a  larger  number  of  insane  patients  than  have  been 
committed  to  it,  the  Committee  of  Lunacy,  of  the  State 
Board  of  Charities  shall  have  authority  to  transfer  to 
said  Hospital  patients  from  any  other  State  Hospital  for 
the  Insane,  giving  the  preference  in  all  cases  to  those 
patients  having  known  criminal  tendencies." 

Many  years  before  the  Act  of  May  11,  1905,  provid- 
ing "  for  the  selection  of  a  site  and  the  erection  of  a 
State  Hospital  for  the  treatment  and  care  of  the  Crim- 
inal Insane,"  was  enacted,  the  subject  of  the  separate 
care  of  the  criminal  insane  had  been  recommended  and 
discussed  for  many  years.  Mr.  Cadwallader  Biddle,  Sec- 
retary of  the  Committee  on  Lunacy  of  the  State  Board 
of  Public  Charities  had  for  nearly  twenty  years,  advo- 
cated the  construction  of  such  an  institution  for  this 
class  of  patients.  The  passage  of  this  Act  of  Assembly, 
therefore,  was  the  first  step  taken  toward  the  estab- 
lishment of  this  Hospital.    The  corner  stone  was  laid 
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any  personal  affectation  to  those  members  of  the  Com- 
mission who  are  still  living  and  members  of  this  Board 
that  we  are  gratified  and  congratulate  them  in  having 
helped  to  secure  for  our  Commonwealth  a  Hospital  which 
Dr.  Robert  B.  Lamb  once  testified  "  that  if  these  plans 
are  followed  to  the  completion  of  your  Hospital,  Penn- 
sylvania will  have  the  model  for  the  world  to  follow." 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  original  purpose  for 
which  this  Hospital  was  constructed,  namely  "  the  care 
and  treatment  of  the  Criminal  Insane"  should  not  be 
changed  nor  modified  for  many  reasons,  some  of  which 
were  stated  in  a  former  report,  for  instance,  the  non- 
criminal insane  in  contact  with  the  criminal  insane 
in  many  cases  have  shown  marked  tendencies  to  ac- 
quire the  criminal  traits  and  habits.  The  criminal  class  as 
a  whole  are  more  violent  in  their  actions,  and  at  the  same 
time  less  easily  controlled  in  their  emotional  nature  than 
any  other  class  of  society.  If  this  is  true,  then  the  crim- 
inal insane  differ  from  any  other  class  of  insane  per- 
sons. The  separation  of  these  two  classes  of  insane  will 
not  only  have  a  beneficial  effect  mentally  upon  those 
who  are  not  criminal,  but  will  oftimes  save  them  from 
bodily  injury  and  from  the  mental  stress  and  repugnance 
a  person  of  refined  habits  and  a  more  or  less  well  con- 
trolled moral  nature  must  feel. 

To  observe  the  patients  on  their  arrival  at  the  Hos- 
pital, coming  from  asylums,  prisons  and  jails,  restrained 
by  many  devices,  irritable,  reckless,  and  some  vicious, 
and  in  a  few  months  later  to  see  them  quieted,  contented, 
and  seemingly  satisfied  with  their  surroundings  and 
every  day  life,  together  with  'the  general  improvement 
in  their  physical  and  mental  condition,  is  positive  proof 
and  the  best  evidence  that  the  separate  confinement  of 
this  class  and  the  method  of  treatment  administered 
here  is  the  most  desirable. 

We  hope  in  the  course  of  time  to  prove  the  bene- 
ficial effect  of  our  treatment  by  the  large  number 
of  patients  improved  in  their  mental  and  physical  condi- 
tion to  the  extent  that,  while  many  of  them  may  be  par- 
oled, a  very  large  percentage  will  become  self-sup- 
porting, by  performing  manual  labor,  thus  greatly  reliev- 
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ing  the  State  and  counties  financially,  and  also  reducing 
the  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance. 

From  our  experience  therefore  during  the  past  three 
years,  we  believe  they  should  be  cared  for  as  a  separate 
and  distinct  class  of  insane  patients. 

FARM  LAND 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  about  thirty- 
three  acres  of  land  cleared  and  placed  in  condition  for  the 
plough.  This  gives  us  about  one  hundred  acres  avail- 
able for  cultivation.  On  account  of  our  limited  acre- 
age of  land  for  cultivation,  and  the  lack  of  barn  facilities, 
we  decided  it  wise  during  the  past  year  to  rent  for  $90 
per  annum  and  taxes,  an  adjoining  farm  containing  three 
hundred  and  ninety-nine  acres,  known  as  the  Keen  prop- 
erty. This  also  gives  us  the  use  of  a  large  barn  for  cat- 
tle, something  which  we  did  not  have  and  about  one 
hundred  acres  of  farm  land. 

When  the  Hospital  was  first  opened  for  the  reception 
of  patients  there  was  a  limited  acreage  only  available  for 
agricultural  purposes.    This  condition  was  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  farm  upon  which  the  Hospital  was  located 
had  not  been  actively  worked  for  fifteen  years  or  more 
and  much  of  it  had  grown  wild  and  in  many  places  needed 
reclearing.  The  land  immediately  contiguous  to  the  build- 
ings was  covered  with  a  small  growth  of  mountain  vege- 
tation, which  had  to  be  removed  before  it  could  be  made 
ready  for  the  plow.    We  hope  the  next  Legislature  will 
give  us  an  appropriation  to  purchase  adjoining  farm  above 
mentioned  which  the  State  should  own.   If  the  purchase 
price  cannot  be  agreed  upon  we  recommend  condemna- 
tion proceedings  under  the  Act  of  May  6,  1891  Under 
appropriate  tables  will  be  found  the  quantity  and  values 
of  the  crops  harvested.   We  should  add  that  these  crops 
were  planted  and  harvested  on  land  that  had  not  been 
thoroughly  worked  but  is  now  under  a  fair  state  of  cul- 
tivation.   There  is  no  doubt  that  in  the  future  this  will 
greatly  increase  its  yield  in  crops. 
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NATURAL  RESOURCES 
AND  DEVELOPMENT 

During  the  past  year  a  great  amount  of  work  and 
labor  has  been  performed  compared  with  the  limited 
funds  at  our  command.  We  have  endeavored  to  obtain 
the  best  results  with  as  economical  expenditure  as  could 
be  made.  As  we  have  before  stated  the  possibilities  for 
the  improvement,  expansion,  extension,  and  development 
of  this  plant  are  now,  and  will  be  for  a  long  time  to  come 
unlimited.  The  development  of  our  natural  resources 
alone  will  involve  a  vast  amount  of  labor  and  requires 
careful  thought  and  consideration. 

WATER 

For  instance,  our  supply  of  water  is  taken  from  a 
few  natural  springs  on  our  mountain  side,  gathered  by 
gravity  into  a  reservoir  with  a  capacity  of  two  millions 
of  gallons  and  then  conducted  into  our  buildings  by  grav- 
ity. The  conservation  of  our  water  thus  far  undertaken 
is  but  a  single  unit  in  a  system  to  be  planned  and  con- 
structed, that  will  give,  not  only  ample  supply  for  all 
domestic  purposes  in  the  future,  but  also  for  power  dur- 
ing many  months  in  the  year,  at  least,  we  have  been  so 
informed  by  competent  engineers.  Litigation  is  now  in 
progress  between  your  Board  and  the  Scranton  Water 
Company  involving  our  right  to  use  a  body  of  water 
known  as  Pond  No.  7,  which  covers  an  area  of  about 
twenty-six  acres  of  land,  supplied  from  springs  and  con- 
tains many  millions  of  gallons  of  "  virgin  "  water.  The 
right  of  the  Hospital  to  use  this  water,  which  we  claim 
under  the  grant  to  the  State  by  the  Delaware  and  Hud- 
son Railroad  Company,  is  disputed  by  the  Scranton  Water 
Company,  and  we  have  directed  counsel  to  proceed  to 
have  the  matter  legally  adjudicated  by  the  Wayne  County 
Court.  This  will  probably  be  done  by  a  case  stated 
agreed  upon  by  both  parties  as  the  question  involved  is 
one  purely  of  title,  all  of  which  is  of  record.  We  believe 
and  are  advised  that  our  claim  is  a  valid  one. 

In  addition  to  this  body  of  water,  there  is  upon  the 
land  topographical  conditions  at  different  locations 
which  can  be  utilized  as  natural  reservoirs  with  mod- 
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erate  expenditure  and  will  conserve  the  waters  from 
never  ending  springs  and  small  streams  which  promise 
an  abundant  supply  for  all  future  purposes. 

CLAY 

We  have  tested  out  the  quality  of  clay,  which  abounds 
on  the  property  in  unlimited  quantities,  and  have  had 
made  therefrom  building  bricks  of  first  class  quality  and 
so  pronounced  by  experts  in  the  business.  We  have  also 
their  opinion  in  writing  that  the  clay  is  suitable 
for  the  manufacture  of  terra  cotta  pipe,  building 
and  drain  tile  and  bricks  for  road  building.  We  have 
every  reason  to  believe  that  we  will  have  in  full  opera- 
tion during  the  summer  of  1916,  a  brick  plant,  fully  equip- 
ped with  the  most  modern  machinery  and  necessary  ap- 
pliances. 

LUMBER 

We  have  cut  and  sawed  about  seventy-five  thou- 
sand feet  of  oak,  chestnut,  hemlock  and  pine  lumber  and 
by  the  lowest  calculation,  without  injury  to  the  forest, 
we  believe  we  can,  at  the  present  time,  cut  forty  or 
fifty  thousand  additional  feet.  In  fact,  we  are  ad- 
vised that  the  cutting  of  timber  to  this  extent  will  be 
beneficial  rather  than  detrimental  to  that  part  of  the 
forest  which  remains. 

STONE 

While  we  have  not  tested  out  by  drilling,  as  we 
should  like,  for  lack  of  funds,  we  think  we  can  safely  say 
that  we  have  a  never-ending  quantity  of  good  quality 
building  stone  upon  the  premises  which  can  also  be  used 
for  road  building  and  such  other  purposes  where  stone 
may  be  required. 

COAL 

The  culm  banks  containing  grades  of  buckwheat,  pea, 
rice,  bird's  eye  and  a  small  percentage  of  chestnut  coal, 
have  yielded  us  an  abundance  of  fuel  for  the  power  plant 
which  has  saved  a  large  expenditure  of  money.    The  ac- 
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tual  cost  of  this  coal  to  us  is  that  of  hauling  from  the 
banks  to  the  power  house,  a  distance  of  about  a  half  mile. 
This  cost  can  be  very  much  reduced  by  the  installation 
of  a  loading  machine  which  we  hope  to  get  later  on. 

CONSTRUCTION 
OF  BUILDINGS 

The  new  ward  F,  now  in  course  of  construction,  we 
fully  expect  to  be  finished  and  equipped  by  the  latter 
part  of  September,  which  will  give  us  a  total  capacity  of 
three  hundred  or  more  patients. 

The  final  construction  of  all  the  buildings  as  provided 
in  the  completed  plans  of  the  Hospital  which  were  duly 
approved  depends  entirely  upon  the  amount  of  the  ap- 
propriation to  be  made  by  the  next  Legislature.  It  has 
been  our  rule  to  occupy  and  operate  each  unit  of  the 
whole  plant  as  completed.  This  idea  was  recommended 
to  the  Legislature  at  its  session  in  1911,  by  your  Com- 
mission and  was  accepted  and  the  Act  approved  June  9, 
1911,  pg.  857,  entitled  "  A  supplement  to  an  Act,"  "  and 
authorizing  said  Board  of  Trustees  to  receive,  at  any 
time,  such  number  of  criminal  insane  patients  as  can 
be  accommodated  in  the  buildings  before  the  construction 
of  the  entire  institution,"  was  passed.  Two  reasons 
which  prompted  this  action,  were,  first,  to  relieve  the 
overcrowded  condition  of  the  other  insane  Hospitals  in 
the  State,  and  secondly,  to  preserve  the  buildings  by 
occupying  them.  To  carry  out  this  idea  has  required 
much  more  labor  and  inconvenience  and  has  been 
more  expensive  than  the  operation  of  the  full  plant  would 
have  been  with  its  full  complement  of  patients.  We  are 
of  the  opinion,  however,  that  no  mistake  was  made  in 
thus  occupying  the  buildings  and  that  the  results  obtained 
have  exceeded  the  expectation  of  those  responsible  for 
the  suggestion,  and  has  in  full  measure  brought  its  re- 
ward. 
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LEGISLATION 
RECOMMENDED 

We  earnestly  recommend  the  enactment  of  a  law 
providing  for  the  employment  and  compensation  of 
the  criminal  insane  and  all  indigent  insane  patients. 
The  patient  to  be  credited  with  wages  for  the  time 
he  is  actually  engaged  in  work;  the  rate  of  such 
wage,  and  the  amount  of  credit  to  each  to  .be  regulated 
by  the  Superintendent  and  Board  of  Trustees.  In  no 
case  should  the  amount  be  less  than  ten  cents  nor  over 
fifty  cents  for  each  day  of  labor  actually  performed. 
The  difference  in  the  rate  of  compensation  to  be  based 
both  upon  the  pecuniary  value  of  the  work  performed 
and  also  on  the  willingness,  industry  and  good  conduct  of 
such  patient.  Three-fourths  of  the  amount  credited  to 
each  patient  or  the  entire  amount  should  constitute  a  fund 
for  the  relief  of  any  persons  dependent  upon  such  pa- 
tient to  be  paid  upon  the  order  of  the  Board  to  such  per- 
son establishing  such  dependency  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Board  at  such  times  as  the  Board  may  order.  In 
case  a  patient  has  no  persons  dependent  upon  him  such 
sum  so  credited  to  be  deposited  for  the  benefit  of 
such  patient,  and  in  the  event  of  his  improvement  or  re- 
covery in  health  sufficient  to  warrant  his  parole  or  dis- 
charge, then  such  sum  so  credited  to  be  paid  to  such 
patient,  one-third  on  his  parole  or  discharge,  one-third 
in  three  months  thereafter  and  the  balance  in  six  months. 

In  the  event  of  death  before  parole  or  discharge 
the  same  to  be  paid  to  legal  heirs  under  the  intestate 
law,  and  in  case  there  are  none  should  revert  to 
the  State  or  fund  appropriated.  While  we  practice  every 
conceivable  method  of  reward  to  our  patients  and  satisfy 
as  near  as  possible  their  demands  for  services  rendered 
and  labor  performed  plus  good  deportment,  we  feel  that 
the  introduction  of  a  system  of  pecuniary  reward  would 
give  them  a  greater  inspiration  to  work  and  bring 
to  the  management  of  the  Hospital  a  most  bene- 
ficial result.  We  have  patients  who  tell  us  "  they  will 
not  work  because  they  are  not  paid."  We  have  others 
who  are  so  faithful  and  efficient  in  the  work  assigned 
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them  that  they  should  be  rewarded  in  this  way.  So 
far  as  the  total  expenditure  involved  is  concerned,  which 
we  do  not  believe  would  be  large,  we  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  State  would  be  compensated  and  repaid  by  the 
effect  it  would  have  in  aiding  a  large  class  of  dependents 
to  become  self-sustaining  and  improve  the  condition  of 
many  to  the  extent  that  they  might  be  paroled  or  dis- 
charged. Employment  of  the  body  and  mind  at  labor 
of  some  sort,  kind  treatment,  good  plain  food,  and  pa- 
tience are  the  great  essentials  necessary  in  caring  for 
the  insane  and  produce  better  results  than  any  other 
agency  ever  known.  There  is  also  a  humanitarian  side 
to  this  question  of  pecuniary  reward  which  we  think 
weighs  heavily  in  favor  of  the  patient. 

Again,  as  can  be  seen  by  our  reports  we  have  par- 
oled through  the  Courts  and  State  Board  of  Public  Chari- 
ties sixteen  patients.  We  could  have  paroled  more 
but  did  not  do  so  for  the  reason  that  having  improved  a 
patient's  mental  and  physical  condition  to  the  extent  that 
he  is  able  to  take  care  of  himself  we  can't  turn  him  into 
the  world  without  a  relative  or  friend  or  place  to  go  for 
shelter.  This  class  of  patient,  perhaps,  more  than  any 
other  should  be  looked  after  and  care  taken  that  they  do 
not  return,  perhaps,  to  a  former  life  of  idleness  with 
vicious  environments.  Employment  should  be  provided 
for  him  and  somebody  discovered  who  would  be  his  friend 
and  give  him  the  helping  hand.  We,  thereore,  recommend 
the  passage  of  a  law  creating  a  Board  or  Commission  on 
Parole  of  the  Indigent  Insane,  who  shall  be  invested  with 
the  authority  and  power  to  co-operate  with  the  several 
Hospitals  and  take  charge  of  this  feature  of  the  work. 
The  State  pays  a  per  diem  wage  to  prisoners  and  pro- 
vides a  Board  of  Parole  and  we  claim,  in  view  of  the 
facts,  herein  related,  that  indigent  insane  patients,  crim- 
inal or  otherwise,  are  just  as  worthy  to  be  treated  like- 
wise. 

Your  Board  also  earnestly  recommends  the  enact- 
ment of  a  law  whereby  all  those  invested  with  authority 
to  commit  persons  to  insane  institutions  shall  be  required 
to  furnish,  in  addition  to  the  commitment,  a  certified 
copy  of  the  record  containing  the  testimony  and  all 
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papers  bearing  thereon,  showing  the  facts  in  detail  con- 
nected with  the  case  and  the  history  of  the  person 
so  committed. 

We  are  much  gratified  with  the  work  thus  far  per- 
formed at  Farview,  and  while  we  have  not  been  able  to 
accomplish  all  that  we  planned,  for  financial  reasons,  we 
are  looking  hopefully  to  the  future  for  the  full  develop- 
ment of  the  hospital  upon  the  lines  and  plans  on  which 
it  was  originally  designed.  Opportunity  has  been  af- 
forded your  Board  of  Trustees  to  observe  practical  tests 
in  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  criminal  insane,  be- 
cause of  the  uncompleted  condition  of  this  plant  that  un- 
der other  circumstances  could  never  have  happened  had 
the  institution  been  completed  and  inhabited  to  its  full 
capacity  that  it  ultimately  is  designed  to  accommodate. 

From  our  knowledge,  we  can  bear  testimony  to  the 
efficient  service  rendered  by  the  Superintendent,  his  as- 
sistant and  the  employees,  who,  one  and  all,  have  labored 
with  the  single  purpose  of  faithfully  administering  to  the 
best  interests  of  that  unfortunate  class,  for  whose  better- 
ment the  charity  of  this  great  Commonwealth  has  been 
manifested  in  the  erection  of  the  State  Hospital  for  the 
Criminal  Insane,  at  Farview.

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Superintendent  s  Report 


TO  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES: 
Gentlemen : 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  this,  the  second  an- 
nual report  of  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Criminal  In- 
sane, at  Farview,  which  constitutes  a  summary  of  the 
monthly  reports  I  have  made  to  your  Board  during  the 
past  fiscal  year,  ending  May  31,  1915.  Under  appropri- 
ate headings  in  a  series  of  comprehensive  tables,  which 
are  made  part  of  this  report,  I  have  set  forth  the  indi- 
vidual history  of  each  patient  presenting  the  name,  place 
of  nativity,  age,  counties  from  which  committed,  the 
crime  charged,  the  form  of  mental  disorder,  its  duration 
as  far  as  known,  the  term  of  detention,  those  who  have 
improved  under  treatment,  those  who  have  been  paroled 
and  those  who  have  died.  These  tables,  I  am  pleased  to 
say,  have  been  compiled  in  an  effort  to  offer  in  brief 
space,  a  succinct,  detailed  and  comprehensive  account  of 
every  case  that  has  come  under  treatment  during  the 
period  covered  by  this  report. 

The  population  of  patients,  as  indicated  in  the  tables 
to  which  I  have  referred  is  one  hundred  and  eighty-two, 
as  against  one  hundred  and  seventy-one  on  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  May,  1914,  an  increase  of  eleven.  The  build- 
ings now  in  course  of  construction  when  finished  will 
enable  us  to  increase  to  three  hundred,  and  when  this 
number  is  located  here  we  will  have  a  Hospital  of  some 
magnitude.  These  buildings  should  be  finished  by  next 
September. 

It  is  gratifying  to  state  that  the  physical  health 
of  all  our  patients  has  been  comparatively  good  during 
the  entire  year.  There  has  been  no  epidemic  of  any 
kind  and  the  forms  of  illness  from  which  the  patients 
suffered  comprised  trifling  ailments,  aside,  of  course, 
from  the  tuberculosis  cases  and  those  of  a  few  patients 
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who  have  died  of  paresis.  As  is  shown  by  tables  to 
which  I  refer,  a  large  number  of  the  patients  present  a 
distinct  mental  improvement,  some,  of  course,  to  a 
greater  extent  than  others.  The  conduct  of  the  patients 
has  been  uniformly  good  when  we  consider  the  form  of 
insanity  with  which  many  of  them  are  afflicted. 

The  medical  treatment  administered  so  far  as  medi- 
cine is  concerned  to  patients  has  been  limited  to  the  care 
of  ordinary  afflictions,  which  occur  in  any  similar  well 
regulated  institution.  Outdoor  exercise  and  employment 
of  the  mind  in  useful  work  found  suitable  to  the  pa- 
tient lessens  the  number  of  cases  of  illness,  produces  bet- 
ter health  and  in  many  cases  improves  mental  condi- 
tions. 

Thus  during  the  year  I  have  given  considerable  atten- 
tion and  endeavored  to  furnish  useful  and  profitable  em- 
ployment inside  and  outside  the  Hospital.  Our  patients 
are  making  stockings  sufficient  to  supply  all  our  needs. 
The  soap  used  for  general  purposes  is  also  made  by 
them  to  a  large  extent.  All  the  work  in  the  laun- 
dry is  performed  by  the  patients  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  foreman,  a  paid  employee.  All  labor 
in  the  kitchen  excepting  the  chief  cook  and  one 
assistant,  as  well  as  the  chamber  work  and  all  cleaning 
is  performed  by  inmates.  Brick-making,  for  which  our 
clay  is  well  adapted,  will  be  one  of  the  most  important 
industries  when  started  in  operation  in  which  our  pa- 
tients can  be  employed.  Your  Board  has  instructed  me  to 
install  as  soon  as  possible  broom  and  brush  making,  as 
well  as  the  establishing  of  a  printing  office  in  which  it  is 
hoped  we  can  do  all  the  printing  necessary  as  conditions 
warrant  in  the  near  future.  Many  other  industries  and 
various  avenues  of  employment  can  be  established  with 
benefit  to  the  patients,  and,  I  trust,  lessen  the  cost  of 
their  maintenance. 

During  the  year  I  have  endeavored  to  establish  a 
school  for  a  class  of  patients  whom  it  was  thought  might 
be  capable  of  acquiring  some  knowledge  from  books  and 
who  perhaps,  never  had  the  opportunity  to  acquire  the 
rudiments  of  a  primary  education.  I  must  say  that 
while  I  have  not  been  as  successful  in  this  effort  as  an- 
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ticipated,  nevertheless,  I  feel  well  repaid  for  the  time  and 
labor  expended  and  continue  on  in  the  hope  that  I  may 
meet  with  better  results  in  the  future. 

A  brass  band  has  been  organized  and  is  now  able 
to  play  almost  all  kinds  of  band  music.  We  have  been 
enabled  to  make  this  quite  successful  through  the  help 
received  from  some  of  our  guards,  who  are  especially 
musically  inclined.  With  fifteen  members  at  present  in 
the  band,  eight  are  patients.  All  its  members  are 
entitled  to  great  credit  for  the  efficient  standard 
it  has  attained.  A  string  band  is  about  to  be 
organized.  The  musical  instruments  for  the  same  have 
been  purchased.  We  encourage  the  playing  of  musical 
instruments  of  all  kinds,  among  our  patients,  and  as  soon 
as  one  shows  the  least  aptitude  in  this  direction  he  is 
given  special  attention. 

I  have  had  a  large  exercising  yard  enclosed  with 
wire  which  the  patients  will  use  until  our  buildings  are 
completed.  It  answers  its  purpose  and  they  are  always 
glad  to  use  it.  Games,  such  as  cards  and  checkers,  are 
played  and  are,  of  course,  very  much  enjoyed. 

The  religious  exercises  during  the  year  have  been 
well  attended.  Protestant  services  are  conducted  every 
Sunday  afternoon  at  three  o'clock,  and  Catholic  services 
every  alternate  Sunday  morning  at  eight  o'clock.  In 
addition  there  is  a  Bible  class  organized  and  meets  every 
Wednesday  evening,  conducted  by  a  Protestant  Chap- 
lain, and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  its  meetings  are 
also  well  attended. 

I  have  undertaken  to  establish  a  training  school  for 
attendants  and  nurses.  With  my  competent  assistant, 
Dr.  George  W.  McCafferty,  Jr.,  we  selected  from  the 
young  men  acting  as  attendants  and  nurses  those  who 
gave  the  best  promise  to  become  skilled  in  the  work. 
At  regular  hours  instructions  were  given  in  the  art  and 
science  of  nursing  the  sick,  and  the  care  and  treatment 
of  the  insane,  particularly  the  class  of  cases  which  they 
have  in  charge.  To  teach  them  that  kindness  and 
eternal  vigilance  must  ever  be  their  one  thought  when 
on  duty,  and  to  see  to  it  that  they  practice  this  simple, 
yet  important  rule  of  advice  in  their  daily  contact  with 
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the  patients  has  a  wholesome  effect  upon  their  conduct  and 
exacts  an  attention  to  their  work  that  is  observed  and 
appreciated. 

During  the  year  we  have  constructed  and  occupied 
an  addition  to  the  dormitory  building  or  nurses'  home. 
The  original  part  of  this  building  v/as  used  as  a  railway 
station,  and  one  which  your  Board  thought  too  valuable 
to  destroy. 

It  is  an  ornate  frame  structure,  and  accommodates 
twenty  additional  attendants.  It  is  located  a  distance  of 
about  a  half  mile  from  the  main  buildings,  and  is  light- 
ed by  electricity,  heated  by  steam,  equipped  with  tub  and 
shower  baths,  and  will  give  comfortable  accommodations 
to  the  young  men,  who  will  occupy  it.  During  the  year 
we  acquired  about  three  hundred  volumes  of  books,  which 
mark  the  beginning  of  a  library,  that  can  grow  with  the 
years  to  come.  For  the  amusement  of  these  young  men 
a  pool  table  has  been  installed  in  the  reading  room,  which, 
needless  to  say,  is  much  used  and  appreciated. 

At  present  we  have  under  construction  a  large  cus- 
todial building  similar  in  all  respects  to  D  and  G,  which 
are  now  occupied.  It  will  be  ready  for  occupancy 
about  the  middle  of  next  September.  This  building  will 
accommodate  one  hundred  patients,  giving  us  a  capacity 
for  about  two  hundred  and  eighty.  In  addition  to  this 
twenty  patients  can  be  cared  for  in  the  Tuberculosis 
Hospital,  and  as  I  have  stated  in  a  former  part  of  this 
report,  all  of  which  will  give  us  a  total  capacity  of  three 
hundred. 

The  Industrial  building  is  now  partially  occupied 
and  is  located  about  seven  hundred  feet  from  the 
main  custodial  building.  It  is  a  frame  structure,  one 
hundred  feet  long  and  thirty-seven  feet  wide,  containing 
seven  large,  well  lighted  rooms,  and  adapted  for  installing 
industries,  such  as  broom,  brush  and  basket  making, 
carpet  and  rug  weaving  and  the  establishment  of  a  print- 
ing office.  The  first  floor  of  the  building  is  fully  equip- 
ped with  electric  power. 

The  tuberculosis  building,  which  will  be  a  much  ap- 
preciated addition  to  the  Hospital,  is  fast  reaching  com- 
pletion and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  sometime  in  the 
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winter  of  1915.  It  is  advantageously  located  about  a 
thousand  feet  south  of  the  main  Hospital  building,  in  a 
pine  grove,  which  gives  to  it  ample  shade  and  adds  to 
the  beauty  of  its  surroundings.  It  will  be  heated  by 
steam,  lighted  by  electricity  and  supplied  with  an  abund- 
ance of  pure  spring  water,  such  as  is  furnished  to  the 
main  Hospital. 

During  the  year  we  built  an  addition  of  sixty  feet 
to  the  vegetable  storehouse  or  cellar  on  the  east,  corre- 
sponding in  detail  with  the  original  structure,  which  is  fif- 
ty feet  long  and  fifteen  feet  wide,  hence  the  present  house 
is  one  hundred  and  ten  by  fifteen  feet.  It  affords  ample 
room  for  storing  of  all  the  vegetables  and  fruit  crops  now 
raised  on  the  farm,  and  probably  will  answer  all  future 
demands,  when  our  population  shall  reach  its  full  capacity 
as  provided  by  the  original  plans. 

The  incubator  house  has  been  completed.  Much 
of  the  work  was  done  by  inmate  labor.  An  incu- 
bator with  a  capacity  for  hatching  three  thous- 
and eggs  has  been  placed  in  the  basement  or  first 
floor,  and  the  upper  floor  is  used  for  storage  of  grain.  I 
trust  that  the  raising  of  chickens  will  prove  successful, 
not  only  as  an  interesting  employment,  but  will  aid  in 
the  economical  management  of  the  Hospital. 

One  of  the  interesting  features  of  our  Hospital  es- 
pecially during  the  summer  months  and  one  which  af- 
fords employment  and  pleasure  to  our  patients  is  the 
large  flower  garden  located  a  short  distance  directly  north 
of  the  main  building.  The  piece  of  ground  originally 
alloted  for  this  purpose  each  year  has  been  increased,  the 
varieties  grown  more  varied  and  abundant  than  at  any 
time  in  the  past.  The  work  has  been  performed  by  pa- 
tients, under  the  supervision  of  a  gardener  and  florist. 
The  garden  has  been  much  enjoyed  by  the  patients  and 
greatly  admired  by  all  visitors.  I  hope  between  now  anu 
the  time  for  my  next  annual  report  that  we  will  be  able 
to  construct  a  small  green  house,  which  will  constitute  a 
single  unit  to  which  can  be  added  others  for  the  culti- 
vation of  plants  and  flowers  until  a  sufficiently  large  house 
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is  acquired.    This  will  provide  for  us  all  our  plants  for 

the  vegetable  as  well  as  flower  garden,  and  will  be  a 
most  acceptable  acquisition. 

The  State  being  the  owner  of  a  large  acreage  of 
land,  I  was  directed  by  your  Board  to  suggest  to  the 
proper  State  authorities  the  advisability  of  raising  deer 
by  fencing  in  a  piece  of  ground  in  a  suitable  section  as 
a  deer  park,  and  thus  perhaps  assist  the  State  in  the 
propagation  of  this  valued  animal.  I  communicated  with 
Mr.  Kalbfus,  Secretary  and  Chief  Game  Protector,  who 
immediately  expressed  his  approval  of  the  plan  and  ship- 
ped to  the  Hospital  five  deer,  which  were  received  here 
last  fall  and  which  were  liberated  in  the  park 
prepared  for  them.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  employee 
who  cares  for  them  has  only  a  small  amount  of  labor 
to  perform,  and  considers  his  efforts  in  their  behalf  a 
pleasure. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  one  hundred  and  forty 
pigs.  This  herd  was  started  by  thirty  pigs  received  from 
the  State  Veterinary  Farm  without  cost.  I  consider  this 
one  of  the  most  profitable  assets  which  the  Hospital 
can  maintain  and  the  number  should  be  increased  from 
time  to  time,  so  that  the  food  furnished  from  this  source 
should  be  sufficient  for  all  purposes.  My  experience  has 
convinced  me,  and  I  believe  that  the  members  of  your 
Board  are  in  accord  with  the  idea,  that  whatever  we  un- 
dertake to  produce  as  food  products  from  our  live  stock, 
such  as  chickens,  geese,  ducks,  guineas,  cows,  sheep,  hogs 
and  the  like,  should  be  of  sufficient  quantities  to  meet 
all  requirements  of  the  Hospital.  When  this  is  once  ac- 
complished we  hope  to  show  by  figures  that  it  is  the 
better  part  of  economy  to  carry  on  this  policy. 

The  supply  of  milk  and  butter  yielded  by  our  herd 
of  cattle  has  almost  been  ample  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
institution.  The  milk  has  been  sufficient  for  all  the  pa- 
tients and  employees,  while  ninety-eight  per  cent,  of  all 
the  butter  that  has  been  consumed  in  the  Hospital  was 
the  product  of  our  dairy. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Board  for  their  universal  kindness  and  encouragement 
they  have  at  all  times  extended  to  me.    I  also  thank  Dr. 
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McCafferty  for  his  valuable  help  and  his  devotion  to  his 
duties  and  to  all  our  employees  without  exception,  for 
their  efficient  service  and  help  rendered  during  the  past 
year.
